The new currency doubtless 
has a decided bearing on the consumption and 
will considerably lessen previous demands.

On the 2oth alt; a Preaching Hall in'connec- 
tion with the Chinese church was opened in 
Tai Leung -the district City of Shun-Tak, 20 |. 
miles south from Canton; and now within 
twelve months of that date the Chinese church 
members have opened a similiar hall in Ue 
Chau, avout 8 miles from Tai Leung. © 

Among the notes of the Church Missionary | 
Association for April, published in From Bonth 
fo Month, the Rev. W.E, Hipwell contfibutes 
‘| the following :— - 

The following account will, 1 trust, Iedd 
many of the readers of Month fo Month to take 
prayerful interest in’ the rapidly developing 
woik which is being done by,the Chinese 
church in this Province. Ue Chau is distant 
about four hours by launch from Canton, apd 
is a place of call for all the Chinese passenger 
boats which ply between Canton and various 
places along the West River.. Owing to the 
steamers by which [travelled fiom Hongkong 
to Canton being delayed by fog I did not reach 
Canton in time for the early boats to Uc Chau, 
and consequently I did not arrive at the latter 
place until: 4 pm., February 7, too late for the 
opening service which had been conducted by 
| the Revs, Mok Sau Tsang, Canton, and Fok 
Tsing Shan, .of Hongkong, At that service 
there. were.70 men and 30 women. present, all 
either. Church members or catechumens. 

The ball has been. erected by local funds, 
‘and without cost to the Society, except a small 
grant for furnishing. Ue Chau is the centre of 
a thick cluster .of thirteen villages with an 
agcregate population (so it is said} ‘of over’ 
10,000. ‘Three of the Church members took 
me for a walk through some of the villages, 
and although it was apparent that ‘foreigners 
have not been frequently seen there I heatd 
very few unfriendly expressions .used. Ue 
Chau is the native place of Mr. So. Lai Chuen, 
the Hongkong merchant, to whom | have fre- 
quently referred, and his clan is one of the 
most numerous in the district. Owing, under 
Gad, ‘Yo his energy and zeal achurch has been 
founded jn the acighbouring cily of Tai Leung, 
and now he has again taken a leading part in 
the establishing of this new centre for the Gos- 
pel, where there are already 24 baptized Church

: HAWKERS. : ‘

. Amongst the most interesting of the papers 
laid before the Singapore Council on 231 ult, 
was that containing the report of the Committee 
considering the question of street hawking. 
The report bears evidences of careful con- 
sideration, and appears to be an eminently fair 
‘one fromthe paint of view of the hawkers, 
whilst containing ‘some valuable suggestions, 
The-Committee says theyare of opinion that the 
present law concerning street-hawkers is un- 
satisfactory. This law is contained in Section 
az of “ The Summary Criminal Jucisdiction Or. 
dinance XU1 of 1872” which runs, “ Whoever 
exposes for sale or sets out in or upon any stall, 
booth, showboard, cask or basket, ox otherwise, 
any meat, fish, vegetable, fruit groceries, or any 
other thing whatsoever, so as to cause obstruc- 
tion in any public thoroughfare or so as to 
thake the use‘of any ‘public thoroughfare less 
convenient’ shall be liable to & penalty not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars,“.and under it hawk- 
ers arein many cases arrested and published 
although the obstruction which is omen by 
them is of no importance. 

Hawkers are a ‘great convenience to the 
poorer classes in the towns and (speaking 
generally) jt is only when they attempt to ply. 
in or close to the main thoroughfares that they 
cause such obstruction to traffic that ‘action 
should be taken against them,

TRE CHLEF JusTICH’s RULING. palities are the proper authorities lo decide the 
streets and places in which hawkers should or 
should Al be allowed to trade,.and see no ob-, 
jection to the erection of stalls at night-time i in 
certain streets in “ China-town,” but consider 
thata fee should be payable for permission to 
sa accupy any part of a public place if only to 
caver Cost of scavenging, 

They think it ‘desirable that several of the 
vacant spaces in the town near to main 
thoroughfares (some of which are Government 
property) should be prepared for occupation by 
hawkers. Such a measure Would be of great 
convenience to the public. ‘It would be neces- 
sary that partat least of such spaces should be 
roofed over, cae 

With regard to “ peripatetic ” hawkers—men 
who travel with bisxets or (like pork butchers) 
with a table which they put down from time te 
time while conducting sales, a-difficulty ig seen 
in that the hawkers and the police Appear unable 
to arrive at an understanding similar to that 
arrived at in London between pavement-sellers 
and ‘constables. A London constable only 
“moves on” a pavement-seller when he genu- 
inely obstructs traffic, and the seller when 
"moved on” always moves. It is recommended 
that the Municipality be empowered to entirely 
forbid hawking in places where absolutely ne- 
cessary 1o do so, and that elsewhere the men 
be left alone “unless causing . genyine and 
material obstruction. 

They recommend therefore the re eal of 
Section 22 of “ The Summary Criminal Juris- 
diction Ordinance XIII of 1872" and the udi 
dition to the Municipal Ordinance of sections: 
(i) forbidding: the erection in any street or 
public place of any stall for selling food or 
goods, or the éccupation of any portion of any 
street or public place for such purpose, with- 
out a licence so to do;: (ii) authorizing the 
-Municipaljties to issue licences for the erection 
of stalls for the sale of foodand goods and the 
occupation of areas for such purpose in streets 
and places specified from time ta time in bye- 
laws at hours so specified, and to charge fees for 
‘such licences ; (iti) authorizing the Municipali- 
ties to schedule by Bye-law places and streets 
or portions of places and Streets in which all 
hawking is forbidden.

Not- 
withsianding-tle existence of such pledges the 
Godown Company allowed the firm to remove 
some of the tin and pepper, but received from 
the firai some other goods without the know- 
le 'ye.of the Yan On Company; but an entry 
was made inthe books of the godown that 
these other goods were held in substitution of 
the original poods pledged. The Yan On re- 
mained satisfied, but did not receive a fresh 
godown warrant.. The Trustee in Bank- 
Fapicy has sold thése substiimed goods in 
‘the bankruptcy of the Hang Sing firm,-and 
the Yan On claims the proceeds. The claim 
is resisted by the Trustee an the ground that 
the Yan On has not got the godown warrant, | 
and he contends that without it the pledge is 
incomplete.- The point raised-is seally this:
